1946 . . . The wheels of progress began rolling for the ’49ers when Miss Emily Johnson was 
appointed class sponsor. Driving the covered wagon at the start of their journey was Darrel 
Quigley, president; assisted by Lodie Labda, vice-president; Mary Pappas, secretary; and Paul 
Wetnight, treasurer.

Madura’s Danceland 

A GOOD NAME IN DANCING” 

While we’re on the subject of dancing, (men only, please 
Sorry!) maybe we can brush up a bit and become really 
good at tripping the light fantastic. Dancing is not only a 
form of exercise, but it gives you poise and alertness. 
Everybody should dance, young and old. Good dancers are 
usually good humored, sharp mentally and trim physically. 

Self expression is a by-product of dancing. 

1. Acquire proper position. 

Hold your partner slightly in your right arm, not tensely. 

Your body should be parallel with hers, unless in a so- 
called "open position,” in which case you both face the 
same direction side by side. Start with the left foot. 

2. Develop a strong lead. 

Lead her with the right hand and slightly with the left. 

You are the leader. Timid leaders usually finds himself 
following his partner, which causes 90% of the bumping 
on the dance floor. Bumping calls for apoligies so remem- 
ber to lead firmly with the right, light with the left and 
somewhat with the shoulders. These three make good 
coordination. 

}. Don’t dance monotonously.
